Editorial Column. 


PRIMARY NOMINATIONS. 


One of the important reforms, pledegd by both parties at 
the last election, was the passage of a law providing for the 
nomination of all candidates for state, county, and municipal 
offices by direct primaries. The idea is to have the people 
nominate their candidates directly, without the intervention 
of state or county conventions. We do not believe this plan 
wonld do away with party conventions altogether. It pwould 
still be necessary to have representatives assemble in con­ 
vention, for the purpose of voicing the sentiments of the 
voters in party platforms. But the plan of nominating by 
direct vote would abolish in a measure the manipulation by 
adroit politicians of delegations by trading and promise of 
patronage, which has been in evidence for so many years, to 
the lowering of the moral standing of politics generally. Many 
patriotic citizens of late years have refused to take part in 
party politics because of the degradation attached to the sys­ 
tem of dictation by unscrupulous politicians. Men who scorn 
to stoop to low-down methods have little chance against the 
tactics of schemers, posted in all the arts of the game of wire­ 
pulling and manipulation. This political flimflam business 
is improperly designated as smartness on the part of those 
versed therein. It is nothing of the kind. It is simply 
moral degeneracy, which highminded men, from their inborn 
sense of right, cannot descend to. So the politicians, as a 
rule, have had it all their own way, one faction of the same 
class contending against the other. 
The direct primary plan’ it is hoped by its advocates, will 
change all this. It will take the offices, and the patronage 
belonging thereto out of the control of the schemers, bring­ 
ing the voters into closer relations with aspirants for office. 
While there is a general sentiment^ that provision of law 
should be made to raise politics to a higher moral plane, 
there is much diversity of opinion as to the details. It is a 
difficult subject to handle; and perhaps impossible to prevent 
the political gamblers from finding a loophole for their 
operations altogether. In the bill now before the legislature, 
a diputed point has developed concerning the number of 
votes necessary fat a primary election to constitute a nomi­ 
nation. The bill as originally introduced provided that 
forty per cent of all the votes cast should constitute a nomi­ 
nation. This by many is deemed too high, and an amend­ 
ment is suggested to reduce it to twenty-five per cent. Of 
course, at a primary contest there is likely to be a lively 
scramble within the party ranks for an office. Where a num­ 
ber of candidates are voted for, it would be unlikely that one 
would get forty per cent, and a failure to make a nomination 
would complicate things materially. On the other hand, it 
is claimed that by unduly lowering the percentage of votes, 
the nominees of the minority party would be benefitted. The 
defeated candidates of the majority party would at the gener_ 
al election be apt to join forces with the opposition candidates, 
and defeat the nominees of the dominant side. In a nominat­ 
ing convention as heretofore conducted, a bitter contest with­ 
in the party ranks is deprecated as a source of danger to the 
snccessful aspirant. It is argued that it would work the 
same way with nomination by direct primary. As in othe# 
states, it will perhaps take some time to work out a practical 
primary law, but in the end it will be worth the experience. 
Certainly any move in this direction will hardly fail to be 
an improvement upon the convention system as exemplified 
in this state for many years past.

It 
is simply the expression of the get-rich-quick spirit. Men 
are so constituted that they will grasp at what appears to 
them an opportunity to make money easily, by speculative 
methods. Gambling is nothing more ’than the speculative 
spirit in riotous development. Speculation is a laudable 
trait confined within reasonable and fairly safe limits. Kvery 
merchant alert to his own interests, indulges in the specula­ 
tive spirit in the purchase of goods on a depressed market, in 
the expectation of a rise later 011. There is 110 vice in that 
It is business, and the soundest way of doing business. That 
is not gambling in the popular acceptation of that term. But 
the gambling that finds vent ou the race track and the nickel- 
in-the-slot machines, the faro baiik, and numberless other 
forms, is a gigantic evil, without a redeeming feature iu its 
favor. Admitting Jail this it is still doubtful if auy laws 
passed can reach the root of the mischief. Gambling will 
not cease with the abolition of race track betting.

Amador County! 


Descriptive Article 


A m ador county comprises an area of 
648 square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Novadn mountains, 
and em oraces within it? 
e rrito ry all 
the diversity of valley 
loothlll, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Clim ate.—The climate of th e popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as gonial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. 
As climate Is one of the 
hftost valuable assets of th is favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no d o u b t will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
hu t for th e residents of o th e r parts of 
California. The tem perature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below HO 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in th e settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
course, In the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire S ierra Nevada range. T he sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold M ining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in A m erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a dep th of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication th a t the pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since th e dis­ 
covery of gold, the county h as contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to th e world’s 
supply of the precious m etal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at th e rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
N early all of this wealth is produced by 
eig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called th e “mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly 
direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
T h e mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ploym ent for over 1000 m iners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground th a t has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
investm ent of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m o th er lode, but also in th e almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some ten o r twelve miles from 
the m ain lode. 
Besides gold, wo have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, im arbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities. —T he agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the m ineral riches. 
The valley lands 
will produce anything th a t can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 


I n the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raisod where irrigation 
i- practicable along the numerous water 
courses. 
F u rth er up In the mountains, 
at an altitu d e of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is adm irably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready m a rk e t for 
many tim es the quantity now raised of 
these commodities can bo found fin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and w inem aking are 
becoming im portant industries, 
both 
the grapes and wine com m anding a 
better price than ,tho product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands, improved farm s may 
he secured for one-fourth th e price 
current in some places. 
Unimproved 
lands can be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
I t does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
There is room for 
a large addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation . 
V ast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges m ight be made th e homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farm ers. 
A m ador has a populasion of less than 
12000. T h re e fourths of this is coucon-i 
trated in a strip of three miles above j 
and below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, ami isan incorporated 
city ol th e sixth class. 
O th e r towns 
are S u tte r Creek, Amador City, Dry- 
towu, Plym outh, Volcano, Pino Grove 
and Olet’a. lone City is the metrópolis, 
of the valley section, a thriving town ¡ 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
The com munity is law-abiding. Edu- 
cutiouul facilities are excellent. 
A 
schoolhouse is 
within easy roach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
The assessment roll for 1007 is $5.-! 
800,703, and the tax rate for both state 
and county purposes $2 on th e $100. 
The S outhern I’aellle has u brunch 
railroad running to lone. 
Front this 
point th e lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles further to the mining 
section. 
The various religious dunomjnulions 
and fraternal organizations a re well 
represented. 
The power plant of the Standard 
Electric Co—one of the lurgoit in the 
world—isloeuted four miles from J a c k ­ 
son.

Came to Be Written. 


It was in tho y e a r 1850, when the 
whole oountry was in n blaze of ex ­ 
citement over M r 
W e b ste r’s eeventh- 
of-Match 
speech 
and 
the Fugitive 
Slave Law, t h a t 
Mra Stowe joined 
her husband in 
Bru nsw ic k, 
Maine, 
where lie had a c c c e p t e d a professor­ 
ship in llowdoln College. Her brother 
Edward was at t h i s ti m e the pastor 
of n church in B o sto n , Hnd Mrs Stowe 
received f r e q u e n t 
loHers from 
him 
and from his wlfo te e m in g wlt.ii lieeit- 
rending 
in c id e n ts 
ot 
unfortunates 
fleeing tor C anada, nnd the woe nnd 
misery 
that hnd co m e to many n 
negro home. 
In o n e of tlioso letters 
Mrs Beecher e x c l a i m e d : 
“ O llattie! 
if 1 could ouly w r it e as you can 
1 
would write s o m e t h i n g to make the 
wotid feel 
what a n awful 
scourge 
slavery is!” 
M r s Sto w e's children 
well remember how she rose from her 
chair, 
cru shin g t h i s lette r in her 
hand, and with t h e co lor mounting 
to her cheek e x cla im ed , “ I will! Goa 
help mo, 1 will if 1 l i v e ! ” 
Mrs Stowe’s fa m il y bad removed to 
Cincinnati 
when 
she 
was 
about 
twenty years of age, ;a n d there she 
had had usual o p p o r t u n i t i e s lor ob ­ 
serving 
the p ra c t ic a l 
workings of 
flavery as an i n s t i t u t i o n . 
At this time h er 
brother, 
Charles 
Beecher, was in b u sin e ss in the city 
ut New Orleans in a large commission 
bouse which bad 
f r e q u e n t dealings 
with the slave p la n t a ti o n s . 
He also 
ke pt a journal of b i s observations aud 
experiences. }His l e t te r s were full] of 
inoideuts bearing 
w o r e or less r e ­ 
motely on the p ra c t ic a l influence of 
slavery. 
There was an a c t u a l Legree, whom 
Mrs Stow e’s b ro t h e r Charles met on 
the boat re turnin g t o h is Red River 
plantati on with a mise ra ble gang of 
slaves that be had p u rc h a s e d in New 
Orleans. 
i n 1839, while s t i l l at Cincinnati, 
Mrs Stowe received i n t o h er1family;as 
a servant a colored g ir l, who, accord­ 
ing to the laws of t h e state of Ohio, 
was free, as she h a d 
been brought 
in to the state an d 
le f t by her mis 
tress. 
Hearing t h a t t h e g i r l ’s master 
was in the city l o o k i n g fo r her, and 
th a t she was in d a n g e r of being seized 
and carried baok to slavery, Frofessor 
Stowe and bis b ro ther-in-l aw, Henry 
Beecher, both a r m e d , drove with the 
fugitive, une n ig h t t o a lonely f a r m ­ 
house, from which s h e was speeded 
on her way toOenada. 
I t is from this 
inc ident in real life t h a t Mrs Stowe 
wove the story of E l i z a ’s escape from 
Marks and Tom L o k e r . 
Uncle Tom 
was 
la r g e ly an ideal 
character, but th e 
le ad in g traits of 
th e composite p o r t r a i t 
were drawn 
fr om man y 
c o n v e rs atio n s that Mrs 
Stowe had with t r e m b l i n g fugitives,

LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


The Calhoun trial, assuming that the selection of the ju ry 
is being conducted in strict accordance with law, is bringing 
into strong relief the defects of 
the jury system. 
One 
thousand men have been excused for cause in this trial, with 
the ju ry box a long way from beiug filled. 
Probably as 
m any more'talesmeu will be excused before the taking of 
testimony will be in order. 
It is estimated that every juror 
accepted will cost the county $200, in the way of ju ry fees 
alone, before the panel is completed, and the trial proper 
commences. 
The other expenses in the shape 
of stenogra­ 
pher’s fees, etc., will probably far exceed this sum. 
A t the 
pace set in this noted case, the prosecutiou of criminal 
charges would bankrupt many counties. 
The seleetiou of a 
ju ry in this case has degenerated into a broad farce. 
It will 
perhaps lead to the amendment of the law in this respect, so 
as to make the empauelment of a ju ry a less expensive pro­ 
cess, as well as securing a more intelligent class of citizens 
fo fry an issue. 
It is plainly evident in this Calhoun trial 
that the most important consideration with either side is not 
the character of the testimony in the case, but the mental 
make-up of the jurors selected to try it. 
The prevaling 
opinion is that the bulk of the army of jurors who will be 
discarded as inelligible in the trial are more competent as 
regards intelligence and fairness to decide the issues involved 
than those who will eventually be retained.
